A foort Fiforical Narration of foe preeeding Eclivfes, 
and the Effects that thereupon en[ued, 


es firft Eclipfe we finde recorded to Pofterity, is by Dion, 
Fal. and it was in the yeer of the world 3180, about 767 
yeers before Chrift. Yrs noted by Hiftorians, that Romulus was 
that yeer conccived,and the Kingdom of 7/rae/ began to decline. 

Many were the Eclipfes which Antiquity took notice of, 
and after moft of them fome memorable A@ions to “have fuce 
ceeded: As, that in aano Mdundi 3235, and 26 of AZay, the Sun 
fuffered a fearfull Eclipfe ; andit wasin that yeer Sexnacherib 
King of Ajfyria departed from the Siege of Perufalem , and -had 
One hundred and fourfcore thoufand menflain in his Army. You 
may read what fucceeded after, 2 Kings cap 19. 

Anno mundi 3470, and 19 of April, the Sun was eclipfed ; at 
what time Xeracs went with hisinnyumerable Army againft the 
Greeks,and was as valiantly beaten at Ther mopylas and Salamine. 

Anno mundi 3621, there wasa totall Eclipfe of the Moon ; 
and it was onely twelve days before the great Fight betwixt 
Darius and Alexander ; and this was upon Satur lay the 20 of 
September. The Monarchy of Perfia, by the overthrow of this 
Bartel, vanifhed, after it had ruled 442200 Veers. 

Anno mundi 3733 , there wasan horrible Eclipfe of the Sun, 
the 11 of February. Who is converfantin Hiftory , may finde, 
that not long after Hannibal flew fifteen thoufand Romascs, and 
Prolomers Philopater King of Egypt overthrew Antiochus ; after 
which Victory, the proud King, being infolent, entred the 
Santium Santtorum of the Jews, for which he was punifhed by 
God, and fo returned into Egypr. 

Anno Chriftc 4§, fome fay, 47, the Sun fuffered an Eclipfe the 
firft of Auguft ; after which followed that fad Famine uni ver= 
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fall to all the world, prophefied of by Agabus, AG. 11. But 
haften. n | 

Arno Chrifti 8op% the Sun. was eclipfed once, and: the Moot 
ewices there fucceededinftantly very great Divifion in the Em- 

ire under Charles the Great. 

Anno Chrifti 813, an Eclipfe of the Sun preceded'the death of 
Carolus Magnus. 

Anno Chrifti 891, after an Eclipfe of the Sun, the Emperour 
and Princes of Jea/y fell at variance , and mutually invaded each. 
other ; by which means Jealy was fearfully afflicted for many

I finde fome remarkable Obfervations in P/atarch after Eclip- 
fes; as thefe :, At what time Pericles armed 150 Ships , and was 
ready to fet fail, an Eclipfe of the Sun. happened ,, which being.

ftick: But fee the words following, But Pericles hoyfng Sail 
notwith|tandings did ne notable or fpeciall Service an{werable to fe 
great an Army or Preparation ; for Which he Was deprived of his 
Charge of Generall, &¢. and fined at fifteen Talents: 

In the Life of Pelopidas. you fhallread , that upon his fecond 
Journey againft the Tyrant Alexander of Pheres , a great Eclipfe 
of the Sun was, caufing great.darknefle at noon-day. “You may. 
read, fol.303 in Plutarch, that-Pelopidas wilfulneffe, contrary to 
the advice of fomein the Army, coft him his life : for not onely: 
thofe that were then verfed-in Soothfaying, but his own Citi-- 
zens, told him,. That this Eclipfe did threaten the death of. fome- 
ereat Perfon like himfalf, @e.. which his death exactly verified. 

You fhall alfo read in the Lifé of Nicias, That inftantly after 
an Eclipfe of the Moon, the SyracuGans overthrew the whole 
Power of the Arhenians by Sea; and he himfelf, and Demofthee. 
wes, were taken Prifoners, and not long after loft their lives.. 

During the Effeéts of a Lazar Eclipfe,.and upon fome pro- 
digions Sightsin the air ,. Dyomifius Tyrant: of Syracufa was en-. 
forced to flee, and that City , after 48 yeers, reftored to liberty.

The Courts of all Princes fhall be ftricken dead with fear’, 
horrour and amazement ; Privy Gounfellours fhall be trampled 
down like dirt under our feet. 

‘In the Ealt, froma the Eaft, or fomewhat South-ealt, fhall the 
beginnings of fome miraculous Accidents have fome firft life, 
motion and beginning. But thisis quite out of the Text. 

If, as the wileft men conceive, the Sunand Moon do’ govern: 
our body and fpirit,and fo moderate the Elements, that all men, 
even every vulgar perfon underftands it; what fhall we then 
think to be more admired or formidable, then when we, upon 
=fadden, {ee thefe moft glorious Bodies obfcured, and their light 
taken from our Fcefent fight ? We may from thence imagine, 
fomewhat more” hen ordinary is drawing on. 

Tt was therefore’ well and rightly faid of Prolomey : Cardina-- 
les Eclipfes [ant pollestiores , at vehementins afficiunt , qusppe 
quum-cardines fins mundi prima loca in guibus cum Planeta collocar 
ti, cum Majeftate prefideant. Eclipfes that are in Angles are 
snore prevalent , and thore fiercely afi ; for Angels are the 
chiefeft places of the Figure, wherein when Planets are pofited, 
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Our Eclipfe begins in the en its middle and end is there al. 
fo.:. How wonderfulland eminent Defignes, Changes of For- 
tunes in the ftates of great perfons is hereby to be ex pected, and 
thefe allover Erape, doubtleffe fuch things .fhall hereby.cometo 
pafley as.this Generation now diving hath {earce been acquainted 
with the like: chests 
Here’s mad work in hand : Kings and Lords clouded: Clowns 
4nd filly fcllows climbing aloft: ‘The world-isalmolt turning 
Topfhc-turvey. Tisct : NER. 
What is the matter, that afudden Afright fhall amaze the Ite 
fan, Pringes ?. They that ere-while thought of nofuch ‘thing, 
fhall now.tremble for fear : So fhall: Pamphilio the Pope fume 
to.no purpofe, and be in as much danger .by a Confpiracy at 
home, asif he were abroad, and amid arude fort of enemies. 
But whether this Eclipfe thalf point out “his death within the ! 
compaile of two yeers,. itlittle.coneerns.me; nor if he be pre- 
{ented, witha Spanith-Fig, and die thereof, fhall my -confcience 
be any thing troubled. | | 
Dfinde, upon the laft Reftauration of Rome, 1506, that both 
Mars, Satara, andthe Dragons taily were in Leone, in thefes 


cond Houfe. \We have, in the moneth of Auguft, atotall Eclipfe 
ot theMeon, though not vifible in Europ’ inthe 15 of Agua 
zéus.' ‘1. admonith the-Prelaticall Tribe of Cardinals to provide 
good {tore of Money, and the Citizens of Rome to beno niggards 
of. their purfes : A Famine isthreatned to them, and fome parts 
of, Italy; and a {adden fire is like to defcend, tothe confuming 
of many ftately honfes.: Neither do I pofitively affirm, that 2 
{trong Intruder fhall wafte part of Jtaly, or fupplant fome very 
good Families therein. I fee plenty of Confults ameneglt the 
Princes, fruitlefle Embaflages, variance upon Niceties, even to 
wearinefle, a giddineffle amongft wife people. . Worthy, men, 
you have meft admirable men amongift you, that yet keep a Trae 
ditionall learning amongft you, as ancient as Hermes , whereby 
you may be better provided, Quidagendum. I love Italy, and — 
am no Adahomeran. =o 

But I paffe by Jraly, fith her Princesin a moment may confer 
with men as deferving as any in Enrope. : 

Conftantinople is like’to grone under the Preflures of fome 
| mercilefe 
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mercilefle fires, and éxtravagant commanding Sonldiers : A 
Plague will wander thorow that fpacious City , to the confum- 
ption of fome {cores of thoufands. © 

Nor is any great fucceffe to attend the Emperours of Greece, 
whom we call The great Tark : Aninferiour People fhall give 
him a Baffle, and he contented with a Flea in his ear. 

If thou art Exglif) , and difaffected to our prefent Parliament 
and City of London, thou expecteft I fhould {peak fomewhat of 
this famous Citie, foterribleto our now-mitchievous enemies. 
The exact Scheam thereof thou getteft not from me, no not with 
large promife of money or reward : for, havenotI read fome 
Treatifes called T e& Z ? 

‘Countrey-men , Itellyou, Gemini is inthe eighth Houle of 
this Eclipticall Figure ; but Afercury, that is Lord thereof, isin 
Virgo’, hisown houfe, angular, and departing from the Sun- 
beams. Wilt thou have mefpeak plain Exglifh ? This very Ci- 
tie muft fuffer a fhare in the effects of this Eclipfe,it were a won- 
der elfe, the times confidered : I fear not the Plague very much ; 
I rather fear hurt unto us by Pyracy, lofle of Ships, and the death - 
of many poor Creditors abroad, and from thence a generall Da- 
mage to the Citizens. 

Indeed , courteous George Naworth, I would not refidein 
Loudon, were las doubtfull of its fafety , as I am confident of 
fome Calamity to Oxford. Our Citie muft ftand yet, to day, and 
tomorrow, this monethand onemore, this yeer and: the next, 
and 52 befides. He thatunderftands this’ Riddle, fhall know 
more thena little : he that takes it to the letter » miftakes my 
meaning: hethat would know the truth, viz: when, and how 
Jong, he mutt firft know the Aftrologicall way of numbers, and 
what. doth mean'1732, then he may givea moderate fenfe, and 
yet come fhort of the Authors meaning, and of truth it (If ; 
yet fhall he come to a knowledge net defpicable, nor repent 
that he fpent fome time in the difquifition hereof. 

Magnorum facias Principum fignificatorem Solem, vel aliquem 
de [uperioribus : Herm. Apho,7. Make the Sun, or fome of the 
Superiours, fignificator of great Princes. It is fo; the heavens 
doubly and trebly give that warning which I have fet down un- 
o Kings, Princes, cc. : 
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But why, or wherefore, will fome bufie-body fay? Tanfwer 
with Hermes, In Revolutione annorum mundi mulce dificultates 
erent CP pralia, cum in exaltationibus fucrint Jupiter ex Satur- 
nus. IntheRevolution of one of the yeers of the world, you 
fhall judge many difficulties and Battels, when Saturn or jupiter 
are in their Exaltations. If this hold true ina Figure of the 
Suns entrance into dries, much more inan eminent Eclipfe. 
We have onely 7upiter of thofe two Planets exalted in our 
Scheam., he doth by his now-pofition fignifie unto us things 
concerning Religion, Laws, Leagues, Covenants, all manner of 
Affociation , cither of one Prince with another, or man with 
man generally ; ashere pofited, now he prenotes high points to 
ein handling, in things Divine. ove is but entring his exalta- 
tion : Shalla people begin, with great ardour and vigour,to.con- 
trive new Tenents in Religion, and not live to fee them con- 
firmed? — | 

Is there no ftability in this world ? OneSeét to day , another 
tomerrow. Shall lefle thena Sabbath of yeers blot almoft out 
of remembrance many fruitleffe Niceties in Doétrine ? Why 
the Clergie of Europe, ina time fo troublefome, fhould invent 
{o many new Opinions, to be permanent fo littlea while, 1 
know not. 

What fhall we do? or whither do we arrive with thefe gene- 
rall Difputes ? I fee Jupiter direct at the time of the Eclipfe, 
but Retrograde two moneths after. We have a Proverb in 
Englife doth well exprefle that fenfe, viz. He Yeas turned out of 
his place, before he Was Warns in his Gears : The affured fenfe here- 
of isthis, That when the world thinks Religion fetled, its then 
furthelt off from a follid confirmatien. One Generation comes, 

and anothe r paflethaway ; the later ufually corrects and refines 
theformer: So willitbe, even till man, as well/as Religion, in 
this world have no more being. | 

In perfonI am not more remote from Uropia, then my judge- 
ment from finding the year of the world when unity in Doétrr- 
nail or Ceremoniall points fhall be. 

Conjuntliones totins anni Oppofitione(q; & Quadraturas nece [fe 
est ut confideres , per has canfantur diver[etran{mutationes tempen 
rum. Gonfider the feverall Conjunctions , Parcktion? Qua- 
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dratures of the whole yeer, for alec and fundry tranfmutations 
of the yeer are caufed from thence, oe. Wherefore, finding a 
dangerous Oppofition of Saturn and AZars, Saturn in 2 deg. 
19. mid. Taurus, and Mars in2. deg. 29. min, Scorpio, the later 
end of September ; I was doubtfull what it might in generall fig- 
nifie, fith the Afpedt happens fo neer the’Cufps of the Eaft an- 
ele and feventh houfe, inthe Figure of the Eclipfe: For, Oppo- 
fitiones tnfortunarum in diverfis latitudinibus terribilem babebuat 
effetum, demonfrabunt, inducentq; effectus velociter inter {icientes 
ee auferentes vitam. “An Oppofition of the two Infortunes, 
having divers Latitudes, (asnow they have) hath moft terrible 
effects, they willdemonftrate and induce their effects furioufly, 
and fuchas fhall kill and take away the lifeof mane But upon 
which fide, or on what party thefe forefeen flaughters fhall fall, 
you muft give me leave to expatiate my {clf, and fo I will. 

Nor let that vain and enforced Opinion, without fenfe, hone- 
fly, or art, in that purblinde-Prognoftication ( Printed at Oxford 
by His Majeftics command) any thing move thofe that ftand, 
well-affeted to the Parliament, upon this direfull forenamed 
Oppofitioa., The words of that wrangling fellow called Wa- 
worth, or Wharton, ora man of a double name, in the Prognolti- 
cation of September, are thefe: At Michaelmas there's an batefull 
Oppofition of Saturn. and Mars: Something of great confequence 
will be done about that time, prejudicious to the Rebels. The Par- 
liament, Citizens of Losdon, and all thofe naturall Exglifs that 
adhere unto them, are called Rebels by that ungodly Tribe of 
{cornfull Monfters at Oxford, and this {currilous Language Prin- 
ted by command. Vix credo. 

But why this Oppofition fhould prejudice the Parliament, 1 
fee nots It promifeth them fucha Victory over their enemies,as 
they yet never had. And I will refer the reafon of the Judge- 
ment to any moderate Artift..

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But let this man of errour ia the Figure of the Suns en- 
trance into Libra, the 12 of September mext, and he fhall finde,to 
his grief, the Dragons tail in the tenth houfe, and Saturn Lord of 
thetenth, inthetwelfth, Retrograde : let him boalt, if hecan, 
of that pofition, and fee if fuch a glorious Conquelt be thereby 
fignified to chance to the Kingdoms. Vipers, ' as he Trayteroufly 
prophefieth. Nothing troubles me more, then in unfolding the 
truth I mult inkrué this Changling, that pretends himfelf a Re- 
gall Prog-man (for Aftrologer heisnone.) Butto fave me a 
labour, I finde in the Judgement of my loving friend Mafter 
Booker upon the Autumnall Quarter, thefe words, which clearly 
end the Controverfie; out of fuch Authors as the Highway-finder 
G. W.fometines tolittle purpofe doth mention. | 
There can be nothing Wor/e (faith Malter Booker ) then the Drae 
gons tailinthe tenth ; for Guido, fol.s95, (ath, Significat impe- 
dimentum Regum atque Nobilium, & Magnatum , & diminuti- 
enem honoris corum feu dignitatum, Kings, Nobles, and great 
perfonsy foall have many impediments, and their honour and dignity 
blafted. The loffe of Honour i a figuall of Victory , is Naworths 
opinion. Albumazar dixit, fignificat depofitionem, & pericula, & 
peregrinationem feu cafum. Albumazar faith, Wen the Dragons 


tail ws in the tenth, it fignifieth the depofing , danger , or oft running 


up and down, or fome Fall, to chance to Kings, Princes , great No= 
bles, &c. Some might have Englifhed the Latine , and it Yoould 
bear the fenfe Well, as if fuch perfons fhould be enforced to flee a- 
Way, S&C. 

O what caufe of infulting here is on Naworehs fide ! when 
its almoft con{picuous, in that Naturall way we both judge by, 
George his belt friends muft be utterly routed, trudge & runaway 
with fuch trinkets as they can get; and amonglt the relt, I know 
George himfelf, Budget , Almanack, fome fay a Gown, I hear of 
no Cloke, will not bethelaftman that runs, for fear of being 
taken prifoner, and delivered over to Mafter Booker, with whom 
I promife tointércede for good Quarter, becaule George pretends 
to the Mathematicks. 3 

But letting this Quibling Novice alone. till he is better litera- 
ted, Ifhall do well toinform the world what the greateft Acti- 
ons of this Eclipfe may be. ok 
In 
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Ina word, they are like to i of divers kindes ; but thofe of 
moft eminency fignified by AZars , whotells you of moft unna- 
turall Wars , of unufuall Treachery in the Courts of Princes ; 
hetells you a Famine fhall follow the effects of the Eclipfe ; he 
tellsyou of the loffe and drowning of menin Ships, Pyracies, 
Shipwracks, whole Citics, Countreys, Towns, wafted, confu- 
med, depopulated, burned down to afhes , fhot-down to the 
sround, and made Rubbith of; fearful and horriole nfurrecti- 
ons, Difcontents, of Rapine, Murder, Thefts, Plunder, Pillaging, 
death of feverall young Nobles and Princes, or men of Princely 
Progenie : he threatens Poifon to great ones, unufuall Peavers, 
multiplicity of Sea-fights, infinite Lofles at Sea, multitudes of 
Pyrats, a Plague amongft men, Murrain amongft Cattel , Muti- 
nies of fervants again{ft Mafters, deltruction of Sheep and little 
Gattel, ce. 

Kings fhall hazard their Scepters by Wars, Subjects their Li- 
berties, Cities and Towns their Priviledges : He threatens a ge- 
nerall confufion and madneffe upon the face of the earth; and 
that Europe is totally out of the right way ; that the Emperour 
of Germany, the later end of thisyeer, willrun.a great hazard 
with the Swedes ; that France is not many yeers to continue in 
that Peace the Cardinallleftit ; andthat the Spaniard {hall have 
one luftie day over the French. 

If we credit the principall Signification of the Eclipfe, with 
its Appurtenances, Confequences, Configuration by it felf, and 
compared with preceding Conjunctiotis of the fuperiour Pla- 
nets, and with fubfequent Afpects for fome yeers fucceding , it 
doth whifper as if fome Defigne were in hand , or minting, to 
make 0000 Malter of Europe, and poffefled of more ground 
then his Anceftors left him or them. 

We fee Fupiter in Cancer : Here's like tobe tugging to fettle 
fome {crupulous Tenents, be they right or wrong, its no matter, 
fay fome. Zixania cum tritico ufq; ad diem meffis crefcunt. 
Tares grow up with the wheat till Harvelt, but then, ce. I 
will pray for Peace, though, being a great finner, I defpair of 
obtaining it. | 

This Eclipfe isthe Forerunner or. Meffenger of the death of 
fome of the moft eminent perfons of Europe ; As the Eclipfe 
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falls out in thelater degrees of a Signe, it prenotesthe death of 
foie aged perfon, and he a King, or not much lefie.

Whenthe difference is like to come to 
a Peace, byand by, what with new occafions, impatience , Co~ 
vetoufnefe, defire of revenge, Ambition, crafty Gounfels, War 


and Malice, fhall wax worfe and worfe, even to the sland

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&ion of many people: many alfo fhall live like banifhed 
men deprived of all Fortune and Means to relieve them- 
felves.
